Commissioner Tierney’s letter follows: 


Dear Sir 

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of March 2nd asking what it weuld mean to 
the town police department if, at the town 
meeting on March 14th, the town of Andover 
votes to accept section 48, of chapter 31, of 
the General Laws, thereby placing under 
Civil Service the members of the police force 

In reply, I have to say that if the town 
classifies the police service, it will mean that 
the persons in the employ of the Police de 
partment at the time of acceptance will be 
automatically entered on the records in this 
office as properly employed under Civil 
Service without examination. Thereafter, 
they can be discharged only in accordance 
with the provisions of sections 42A and 42B 
of chapter 31, of the General Laws, which 
provides in substance that a police officer may 
not be discharged, lowered in rank or com 
pensation, etc., except for just cause, and 
after hearing. If, after the hearing before the 
appointing power, he is not satisfied, he may 
appeal to the court in the district where he 
resides 

If the town votes to place its police service 
under Civil Service, it may not appoint 
policemen thereafter, except after civil 
service examination and certification. This 
means that the town would have the benefit 
of being able to appoint men who have been 
examined both mentally and physically, and 
are certified by this division as being compe 
tent to do the work required 

I notice that you speak of pensions. The 
Pension Law is a separate law and the town 
may, if it so desires, yote to pension its 
police officers without placing them under 
Civil Service. This may be done by the ac 
ceptance of section 85, of chapter 32 of the 
General Laws.

Noyes of the} Angual Election Monday Gives Frank H. Hardy Greatest Victory in His Career 


; Race for Town Clerk 
Proved to Be Upset of the Day 


A recount of the votes for town 
clerk last night gave George Wins- 
low, present incumbent, a_re- 
affirmed victory over Charles W. 
Bowman who had petitioned for a 
recount after he lost to Winslow 
Monday by only three votes, Final 
results gave Winslow 1861 votes 
against Bowman's 1858, still a 
difference of three votes, although 
when the ballots were counted 
Monday night, Winslow was given 
1859 and Bowman 1856. 

Present at the recount in the 
town house were: for Bowman, 
Joseph L. Burns, attorney; George 
Donnelly, attorney, election com- 
missioner in Lowell; Joseph L. 
L. Hickey, William Harnedy and 
Timothy Cullinane. For Winslow 
there appeared Joseph Hardegon, 
Lawrence lawyer, and John Daly, 
city clerk in Lawrence. Of the Board 
of Election Commissioners, John 
McDonald, Ralph Bailey and John 
F. Hurley were there as well as the 
two candidates involved. 

In the recount Bowman gained 
one vote in precinct one; gained 
two in precinct two; lost one in 
precinct three; and stayed the same 
in precinct four. Winslow stayed 
the same in precinct one; gained 
one in precinct two; gained one in 
precinct three; and stayed the same 
in precinct four. 


Despite rain, snow and cold weather, the 
largest vote in the history of the town elec 
tions in Andover was cast Monday, re-elect- 
ing Frank H. Hardy to the boards of select 
man and assessors for another three years in 
the greatest victory of his political career 
Mr. Hardy received 1905 votes for selectman, 
defeating his nearest opponent, Matthew 
Burns, whom he had defeated in a contest for 
the same offices three years before, by 643 
votes. Mr. Burns received 1262. 

The closest contest, totally unexpected, 
was between Charles W. Bowman and 
George H, Winslow, present incumbent, for 
the office of town clerk. Returns from the 
first two precincts gave Mr. Bowman a 
majority which seemed to insure his victory, 
but when the returns from precincts 3 and 4 
were in, the count showed that Mr. Winslow 
had defeated his opponent by a scant three 
votes, the former receiving 1859, the latter 
1856. Wednesday afternoon, Mr. Bowman 
petitioned for a recount and this recount 
was held last night at 7,00 p.m 

Close Vote in 1919 

A case as unusual as this one occurred in 
the town election in 1919 when Andrew Mc- 
Ternen and Walter S$. Donald were in a close 
fight for selectman and assessor. When the 
votes were first counted, Mr, McTernen had 
489 votes, and Mr, Donald 490, for select- 
man. Mr. MeTernen asked for a recount, and 
this reversed the previous count, giving him 
490 votes and Mr. Donald 489. Mr. McTern- 
en thus was elected selectman. However, Mr. 
Donald was elected assessor, winning 481 
votes to McTernen’s 473 yotes in the same 
election, 


Dr. Alfred E. Stearns, unopposed, received 
2801 votes Monday for moderator, However, 
he has informed the town clerk and friends in 
town that he will positively be unable to 
preside at town meeting next Monday. It 
will be necessary to elect a moderator from 
the floor then and steps are now being taken 
to expedite this procedure so that a modera- 
tor of the proper qualifications shall be 
named, 


Town Treasurer Thaxter Eaton, although 
he had a strong and generally liked opponent 
in J. Everett Collins, was re-elected town 
treasurer for another year by a majority of 
1625 votes. Mr. Eaton received 2625 votes 
while Mr. Collins received an even LOOO, 

The largest vote of all went to Tax Collec 
tor William B. Cheever, unopposed for re 
election, who got 3096 votes. 


Mr. Hardy’s victory for the offices of 
selectman and assessor was one in which he

Health Forum 


Measles 

Measles is not only one of the commonest 
diseases of childhood but also one of the 
commonest causes of death, and eight out of 
every ten of those who die of measles are less 
than three years old. Special precautions 
should be taken, therefore, to protect small 
children from infection, 

At the onset, measles resembles a head 
cold and two or three days elapse before the 
appearance of the rash prompts the mother 
to think of the disease. There is often a 
“running nose” and the eyes frequently 
“water” or “run” and are hurt by bright 
light. The child usually has a rather high 
fever. If seen by a physician at this time, it is 
often possible, by careful examination, to 
make the diagnosis. In most cases, however, 
the doctor is not called until about the third 
day when the rash appears. Along with the 
disease there is often a marked and at times 
very troublesome cough. The most serious 
complication of measles is pneumonia which 
is especially likely to develop in very small 
children or in those who are somewhat 


sickly. Ear trouble is also rather common and 
when it occurs demands prompt medical 
attention to prevent damage to the hearing 

Measles is spread from person to person 
and it is during the early stages when the 
child apparently has nothing more than a 
“head cold” that the disease is most readily 
spread. If the doctor is called early, he may 
be able to protect the younger children, who 
have been exposed, from contracting the 
disease. By the injection of blood from the 
parents, it is often possible to prevent the 
disease, or so to modify it that complications 
are far less frequent. 


L. T. Which is more harmful, black 
coffee or coffee with cream? 

Ans. Coffee is not a food. It does the body 
no good, but it may do it harm. The coffee 
itself is equally harmful either black or with 
cream. Adding cream to coffee does nothing 
to change its reaction in the body; it merely 
serves to make it more agreeable to drink. 


J. S. What benefit could be derived from 
eating a cake of yeast a day? 

Ans. Yeast contains Vitamins B and G, 
If proper amounts of fruits and vegetables 
and whole grain cereals and milk are eaten 
during the day, the cake of yeast will not be 
necessary for a normal person. It would seem 
best to take the yeast cake only on prescrip- 
tion of the doctor. It has been found ad- 
vantageous to use it in cases of pellagra when

The re-election of Frank H. Hardy to 
the boards of selectmen and assessors in 
order that he might serve the town of 
Andover for another three years has 
proven conclusively that the calumnies 
heaped upon him by his political ene- 
mies could in no way dissuade the people 
that the good he has brought the town 
as well as the public service he has 
rendered Andover would be continued. 
The majority of the people were not 
confused or misled by his opponents. 
Mr. Hardy was re-elected by the great- 
est majority in the history of his nine 
years in publie office, certainly an indi- 
cation that his work for the town has 
not been unappreciated. Without doubt 
Mr. Hardy will continue to serve the 
town in the same intelligent and ef- 
ficient manner as he has in the past. 


For Moderator 


Many citizens will be disappointed to 
learn that Dr. Alfred E. Stearns is not 
well enough to moderate at town meet- 
ing, despite the fact that he was re- 
elected moderator last Monday for the 
coming year. As a result of his inability 
to serve, it will be necessary to elect a 
moderator from the floor next Monday 
afternoon. Alfred L. Ripley of Central 
street, who proved his ability as moder- 
ator before Dr. Stearns was elected to 
that office some years ago, will be 
available Monday and the Townsman 
urges that this distinguished citizen of 
Andover be elected to that position. 
The Townsman knows that Mr. Ripley 
can handle this office most creditably 
and that the people of the town will 
want him and will appreciate his ser- 
vices at the 1932 town meeting. 


The Town Warrant 


What the metropolitan newspapers 
call “the most ideal form of pure demo- 
cratic government that man has ever 
devised,’ the town meeting, is scheduled 
for next Monday afternoon in the 
Town House. It will not be particularly 
“democratic”? in Andover for not more 
than fifteen percent of the voting popu- 
lation can attend, partly because the 
remaining eighty-five percent are not 
interested and are willing to let “ George 
do it,’ and partly because the town hall 


isn’t big enough to hold more than 
one-fifth of the voters. 
However one may protest this un- 


democratic situation in Andover, the 
fact remains that a small percentage of 
the voters will determine what the 
budget expenditures and the tax rate 
for 1932 will be. There will be talk, dis- 
cussion and argument, the amount of 
which will decide whether town meeting 
will last two hours or two days. It is the 
Townsman’s hope, but not its conyic- 
tion, that town meeting last nearer two 
hours, in spite of the length of the war- 
rant. Discussion of many of the articles 
can very well be foregone as being ir- 
relevant and not vital, for it is common 
knowledge that there are articles in 
the warrant which are irrelevant and 
not vital to the progress of Andover in 
this year of rigid economies. 

Although the Finance Committee has 
recommended a reduction in the budget 
for 1932 of $75,000, should the towns- 
people desire greater economies they 
can best effect them by reducing the 
sums asked in Article 3 for regular de- 
partmental budgets. This article in- 
cludes the budgets for every depart- 
ment, from Aiding Mothers with De- 
pendent Children to Wire Inspector. 
There is no one who can say that 
further reductions here are not possible. 
The most practical method of furthering 
reductions in the budget is offered by 
reducing salaries, notably in the school 
department and other town offices. 
The demand for a relief from the tax 
burden exists; the method and chance to 
reduce the tax burden more drastically 
than the Finance Committee recom- 
mends lies in Article 3. 

The articles requesting the sums of 
$800 and $700 to purchase an auto- 
mobile for the superintendent of the 
Board of Public Works and a small 
truck for the department, respectively, 
should be passed at town meeting. The 
superintendent has had a car for his 
use for a number of years now, which 
has given him more than 150,000 miles 
of service, and certainly it is time that 
“this old tub,’ as it is referred to in 
Andover, is discarded for a new machine. 
The truck is sorely needed, to save the 
cost of hiring one from outside sources 
at an expense far greater than a truck 
owned by the department could be 
maintained, 

rhe request for a new steam pump In 
Article 6, involving an expenditure of 
$20,000, is viewed with definite favor by 
the Townsman as a request for an in- 
vestment that is practical as well as 
vital to the best water supply service the 
town can get. However, the action taken 
today by the Finance Committee in 
withdrawing its approval of this article 
and suggesting instead that the moder- 
ator appoint a committee of five Lechni- 
cal men to report before December 1, 
1932, on the merits of spending $20,000, 
places the expenditure in a dilferent 
light. It brings forward the point thata 
feeling exists in town that the purchase 
of the steam pump is connected with the 
possibility that a state school for feeble- 
minded will be established here. Phis 
feeling has no basis in fact; it has been 
stressed that it is utterly untrue and the 
question of purchasing a pump 1s In 


no way contingent on the erection of a 
school for feeble-minded. Still the 
confusion seems to persist in the public 
mind. 

However unfortunate and untrue this 
may be, however much this article de- 
serves to be passed for the best interests 
of the town, it now seems most practical 
to follow the suggestion of the Finance 
Committee that a group be named to 
study the matter further and to go over 
the findings of the Board of Public 
Works and its engineers. The Townsman 
suggests, however, that if the moderator 
is to appoint such a committee, it be 
made up of men who are known to have 
no connection with power companies, 
which would be interested in matntain- 
ing the present electric pump at Hag- 
gelt's Pond, regardless of whether it 
was for the best interest of the town or 
not; that the committee constitute 
practical, unbiased and disinterested 
not necessarily technical—minds which 
will be able to meet and talk with the 
Board of Public Works. The Townsman 


| feels this committee will finally be con- 


vinced the town needs the $20,000 
steam pump and that its purchase has 
nothing to do with the state school. 


It is too bad that after all the work] 
the Board of Public Works has done to 
investigate the needs of our water 
system, that after the conscientious and 
thoroughly convincing report urging the 
purchase of a steam pump was_ pre- 
pared, this state school confusion had 
to arise in the public mind like a ghost 
and stimulate a fear that if the town 
puts in a new pump it means the feeble- 
minded institution is coming here. But 
the Townsman feels that the board will 
be willing to wait another year to satisfy 
those who are not yet convinced; that 
the board, realizing full well the need 
of such a pump and knowing right is 
on its side, will be willing at town 
meeting Monday to let Article 6 rest 
for another year. For then the special 
investigating committee will also report 
the $20,000 steam pump is what An- 
dover needs and wants, and that ats 
purchase is in no way connected with 
the proposed state school for the feeble- 
minded in West Andover. 

Articles 7, 8 and 9, referring to the 
acceptance of a new way between 
Chestnut and Summer streets and the 
expenditure of $2200 for water mains 
and $2000 for a sewer on this new way 
should be turned down at town meeting, 
for this expenditure is not absolutely 
necessary. There are no houses on this 
way and there is no good reason why, 
when economies must be brought about 
in the town government, the munici- 
pality should approve this article and 
not others. 

Article 10 asks $1125 to be used to 
install traflic lights at the junction of 
North Main and Union streets. The 
state will expend an equal amount to 
install these lights, thus causing the 
state and town to share jointly the ex- 
pense of a necessary traflic improve- 
ment. There have been many accidents 
at this junction. Engineers from the 
state house were invited by Frank H. 
Hardy, chairman of the board of select- 
men, to study this section and make 
recommendations. ‘hey urged the in- 
stallation of the lights. This article, 
the Townsman hopes, will be passed 
unanimously, for it will be a welcome 
improvement in Shawsheen as well as 
the cause of preventing future accidents 
in that district. Incidentally, it will be 
noted that the state recommends buying 
the lights, not hiring them, as the town 
does at Main and Chestnut streets. 


The State Department of Public 
Health investigated the condition of 
the land surrounding Haggett’s Pond 
not long ago because of the pollution 
scare in town, As a result of its investi- 
gation, the state urged that the land } 
generally known as part of the Lowell 
and Andover railroad near the pond be 
taken over as a sanitary measure for the 
protection of the water supply of the 
town. Two large parcels of land are in- 
volved, and Article 11 in the warrant 
asks that the citizens grant permission 
to the Lown to take this land by Eminent 
Domain and to pay $550 damage to the 
Boston and Maine railroad for it. The 
impartial investigation and recommen- 
dation by the state in this matter con- 
firms the general belief that this article 
should be passed without question, 

What about the Bailey and Richard- 
son schools? Article 12 asks the voters to 
give permission to the selectmen to sell 
the lands surrounding as well as the 
schools; or to vote repairs for the 
schools. With reference to selling these 
schools which are not now being used, 
there is little to be said in favor of the 
proposal. There are conflicting ideas and 
ideals of education in Andover, one 
centering about the principle that educa- 
tion in a central plant, as is the vogue 


now, is not by any means the best 
system. In the past, children in the 
outlying districts could not enjoy the 


same facilities as their brothers in the 
center of town. Today with good roads 
and easy means of communication, 
especially in Andover, there is no such 
thing as an outlying school that cannot 
enjoy the same facilities as a school in 
the center. It is not improbable, either, 
that those educators in Andover who 
are behind the move to get rid of these 
schools today in order that they might 
“strengthen” the central plant, will be 
the very ones ten years from now to 
start the move back to the district 
schools. 
certainly be 
slep. 


However, to repair them is another 
story. This stands out as most necessary 
and practical. Article 13 asks money for 
reconditioning the two schools, There is 
no question that repairs, at least of a 
temporary nature are needed at the 
Bailey and Richardson schools, for 
vandals have been at work destroying 
fixtures in the buildings. The walls and 
roofs of both buildings are in need of 
repair. Whether $50 or $1000 is needed 
to do this work is impossible to deter- 
mine at this time, but it would cer- 
tainly be practical to pass the article 
concerning repairs for the schools so 
that the town will have two good build- 
ings at its disposal. The Townsman 
urges that the voters do not make a 
serious mistake by selling these valuable 
buildings, but that they vote to repair 
them for the time being, at least. 

Articles 14 and 15, asking $3000 for 
cutting down the grade on Carmel road 
and $6550 for constructing a new road 
on Ferndale avenue need no further dis- 
cussion than to say that these public 
works as special articles are not pertin- 
ent in this year of economy. If the 
Board of Public Works can take care of 
these improvements in its regular bud- 
get, there is the place for them. If not, 
it would be best to table these articles.

Do Your Feet Hurt? 

If your feet hurt or even if the feet them 
selves do not hurt, but you find yourself 
weary for no apparent reason in the evening, 
it is worth your while to look at a pair of 
well worn every-day shoes. If, as you look | 
down on your shoes, the uppers bulge toward 
each other on their inner sides, your feet are 
not taking the ground as they should and the 
main or long arches are slumping and likely 
to be strained. Your tread is not normal if the 
soles are wearing down more on the inner 
than the outer sides. If you find the inner 
forward corner of a heel is more rounded and 
worn down than the outer corner, the arches 
of the foot are being subjected to strains 
which may become painful. 

Corns and bunions and deformed toes are | 
almost all caused by attempting to crowd | 
our feet into too short and too narrow shoes. 
High heels, though they relieve strain on one 
of the foot arches, put more strain on the | 
other and on the ball of the foot. They deform | 
the toes and cause an important group of calf 
muscles to shorten. | 

If you find that your shoes have faulty 
weight-bearing lines, you should obtain a 
pair of shoes for your working hours that have | 
straighter, more parallel lines on their inner 
sides when you place them side by side. | 
Whether you should wear flexible arched or | 
still shanked shoes depends upon what your 
muscle balance is and whether your arches 
have already become strained. Only a doctor | 
can tell you this. Be sure that these shoes are |

How Yellow Fever Was 
Stamped Out in Panama 

With a finely meshed net, figurative- 
ly speaking, Dr. Walter Reed ensnared 
the yellow fever infecting mosquito in 
his control until it could be truthfully 
claimed of his famous camp near thr 
present Panama canal that no one de 
veloped yellow fever except when 
Reed and his staff gave their permis- 
sion, 

Dr. Claude Lillingston has told tn 
Hygela Magazine the thrilling story of 
Reed's experiments. Men, not labora 
tory animals, were the basis of his ex 
perimentation, After it had been defi 
nitely settled that yellow fever was 
caused by the biting of a mosquito, 
Reed experimented further. He set: | 
tled such questions as the following: 
Was infected clothing by itself capa 
ble of starting the disease in a new 
subject? Was infection air borne, in- 
pendently of the mosquito? He learned 
Such Interesting things as the fact that 
& mosquito may still be infective 118 
days after feeding on a yellow fever 
patient. He also discovered that the 
disease is so highly infectious that it | 
may be conveyed to another person 
simply by his skin becoming contami- 
nated with a patient's blood, 


Excavations That Shed 
Light on Ancient Days 


Perhaps the most remarkable exca- 
vations ever made are those conducted | 
upon the site of the ancient city of 
Kish, In Irak. There the spade has 
dug up history that goes back for 
many thousands of years. One city 
was found below another. Beneath 
the lowest of all were found the flint 
implements of prehistoric man, and be- | 
low the layer which contained these 
came virgin soil with no traces of hu- 
man Inhabitants. 

The first city of Kish was built cen- 
turies before the time of King David, 
and from then until the time of Timur, 
Kish was a great city. Five hundred 
years ago, Timur with his hordes, laid | 
waste the eity, and from then until the | 
present day it has remained a mass 
of ruins, 

During the excavations, great pal- 
aces have been found, as well as the 
houses in which the ordinary inhabl- 
tants of the city lived. Coins, jewels, 
weapons, and implements have been 
brought to light, and the history of 
the world’s oldest city slowly recon- | 
structed, 


Cleveland's Beginning 

Moses Cleaveland was never a rest- 
dent of the city of Cleveland, the place 
he founded and named. He was a 
solid citizen, honored and well es- 
tablished in his own Connecticut com- 
munity. He did not migrate to the 
West, but came to the reserve for the 
purpose of exploring, surveying and | 
laying out part of the properties of 
the Connecticut Land company, of | 
which he was a member, General 
Cleaveland and his surveyors arrived | 
at the mouth of the Cuyahoga on July 
22, 1796. About the middle of October | 
they left again for the East, having 
no desire to be overtaken by winter | 
while enroute, The work was not fin- | 
ished, and other surveying parties 
came out in subsequent years.—Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer,

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Board of Selectmen during the past week and 
as a result there may be a substantial in 
crease in the Moth department appropriation 
over the figure recommended by the Finance 
committee. 

The state evidently has the right to de 
mand that the town spend up to $5,000, one 
half of one percent of the total valuation, plus 
private work whereas the Finance committee 
recommend only $2,500, a reduction of 
$2,500 from other years. The State depart 
ment represented by James J. Fitzgerald, 
realizing that all appropriations are being 
reduced this year, suggests that not less than 
$3,700 be appropriated and also reminded the 
town that this reduction this year may cause 
a heavy infestation in years to come, which 
would mean a substantial increase in our 
regular appropriation. 

The Finance committee figure would not 
allow of any private work. This work is a 
great benefit to our town in general. However, 
it seems from the conversation that the 
selectmen had with the state representative 
that the taxpayers could demand _ their 
private work done. Mr. Berry, local moth 
superintendent, would be unable to do the 
necessary work with the appropriation 
recommended by the Finance committee. 

The appropriation for tree warden was 
similarly slashed and if carried would cripple 
the department. $665. has been spent up to 
the present time. Other items for the year are 
rent, $126; tree warden salary, 35 weeks, 
$1,325; maintenance, repairs on equipment 
and tools, $250; making a total of $2,366, 
leaving a balance of $134 for help 

This department would not be able to 
function and do work that was absolutely 
necessary, such as keeping the brush cut 
along the school bus routes, rural mail routes, 
dangerous blind corners, country roads not 
wide enough because of brush, for cars to 
pass and clearing lights so that the town will 
get full benefit from them. Andover is for 
tunate in having many large and beautiful 
elm trees and people passing through and 
visiting here during the summer are much 
impressed by their beauty, by neglecting to 
remove the dead wood from these trees we 
would not only shorten their lives but would 
create a dangerous menace and the town is 
liable for all damage caused by dead limbs 
falling. Many of our maples lost their foliage 
last year because of a blight, these trees 
should be pruned this summer equalizing 
the root area with the top, thus allowing them 
to regain their strength. This work outlined 
by your tree warden is very essential and he 
would be unable to do it with an appropria 
tion of $2,500.

Must Cut Lines 
That Don’t Pay 


Discontinuance of service on lines which 
have been losing money is the one way to cut 
expenses in order to place the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts Street Railway company on a satis- 
factory financial basis, according to a state 
ment made today (Monday, March 7) by 
Lester Watson, chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the railway to the stockholders 
at their annual meeting held in the offices of 
the railway, Chauncy street, Boston. Mr. 
Watson's statement follows: 

“While your company showed a deficit of 
$46,000 in 1931, its showing was somewhat 
better than appears on the surface. At the 
beginning of 1931, your company had $1,088, 
000 in cash on hand, During the year, your 
company paid $775,000 for new buses and 
equipment; charged $1,187,553 to deprecia 
tion; paid $152,000 for new garages, etc.; 
bought $360,000 of notes and Government 
securities; paid $943,000 in interest on bonds 
and rentals and bought over $1,000,000 par 
value of its own bonds in the open market 

“Yet, at the end of the year, your company 
had $960,000 cash on hand, 

‘Last year, as well as in preceding years, 
large sums of money were spent on mainten 
ance and new equipment, in order to provide 
the public with the best transportation 
possible, and the properties today are in 
excellent condition 

“‘ However, in spite of our efforts to supply 
the public with the most efficient facilities, 
the fact remains that we have not been able 
to earn enough money to pay dividends. 

“The only way to place your company on 
a satisfactory financial basis is to cut ex- 
penses, and one way to cut expenses is to 
eliminate those lines which have been un- 
profitable. Your management is now giving 
careful study to this problem, and shortly it 
will be decided on which of the lines service 
should be discontinued.”

Record Vote at 
Town Election 


(Continued from page 1) 
achieved the greatest majority vote of his 
political career. For selectman, there were 
four candidates and Mr. Hardy got 1905 
votes, Mr, Burns 1262, John P. Alexander 
448, and Pear! E. Wilson 82. This vote gave 
Mr. Hardy a majority of 643 over his nearest 
opponent 

Mr. Hardy has been in office for nine years 
and up for election four times. In 1929, when 
he ran for selectman, he defeated Mr. Burns 
by 390 votes, the votes being 1417 for Mr 
Hardy and 1027 for Mr. Burns, In 1926, Mr 
Hardy won with 1306 votes against Herbert 
H. Lyle, who received 986 votes. Mr. Hardy's 
majority was 320 then, In 1923, when he was 
first elected selectman, he defeated James C. 
Souter 991 to 492, by 499 votes. 

Although the same candidates were run 
ning for assessor as for selectman, the vote 
varied slightly. Mr. Hardy was elected 
assessor with 1856 fotes, defeating his nearest 
opponent, Mr. Burns, who got 1224 votes, 
by 632. Mr. Alexander got 459 votes here and 
Mr. Wilson, 96 


With five candidates in the field for School j 


committee, where there were three vacan 
cies, H. Gilbert Francke and Mary E. C 
Geagan were re-elected by substantial 
majorities, while the third winner was an 
upset. Frederick C. Smith, of Shawsheen 
village, who ran on a platform of representa 
tion for his part of the town, easily defeated 
Allan V. Heely for that office. Mr. Heely 
was the favorite according to the speculators 
Mr. Smith apparently gained strength from 
last year, when he came within a little over 
one hundred votes of getting into the school 
committee 


Playdon and Morse 


The voting for these offices gave Miss 
Geagan, who led the rest, 1894 votes, Mr 
Smith, 1869 votes, Mr. Francke, 1699, Roy 
W. Hall, 1511, and Allan V. Heely, 1414. 

George G. Brown was returned to the 
Board of Health by almost three times as 
many votes as his opponent, Howell F 
Shepard. Mr. Brown got 2125, Mr. Shepard 
734 

As was expected, Walter I. Morse was 
returned to the Board of Public Works by a 
majority that almost equalled the vote both 
of his opponents got. Mr. Morse received 
2213, Michael M. Dwyer, 766, and George 
Squires 510. 

For the unexpired year of the three-year 
term on the Board of Public Works, made 
vacant by the resignation of George H., 
Winslow, John H. Playdon defeated William 
T. Ledwell, 2527 to 903. 

In uncontested contests, Dr. Claude M 
Fuess of Phillips academy was elected a 


trustee of the Memorial Hall library with 
2699 votes; Henry G. Tyer, a trustee for five 
years, with 2649; and James Napier, Franh 
M. Smith and George N. Sparks, constables 
for one year, with 2318, 2499, and 2633 votes 
respectively. 

Tree Warden Ralph T. Berry was_ re 
elected, getting more votes than the totals of 
his three opponents combined. Mr. Berry got 
2190 votes, Thomas D. Taylor, 888, George 
8. Brown, 341, and Harry W. Martin, 196 
For the Planning Board, none of the candi 
dates, put on the ballot by voters, were 
elected, because they all received one vote 
apiece. 

77 Percent Vote 

The most amazing thing about the election 
Monday was the record vote that turned out 
The weather pointed to a small vote, and 
observers were convinced that last year’s 
vote would not be reached, especially when 
at noon a light vote was reported in all pre 
cinets. However, during the afternoon and up 
till the last minute, the vote grew heavier and 
heavier, and when final tallies were made, it 
was discovered that the greatest vote in the 
history of any town election had been cast. 
It would have been the greatest vote in the 
history of any election in Andover, town, 
county, state and national, had not there 
been one greater vote in the presidential 
election of eight years ago. 

Of the 4889 voters in Andover, 3796, or 77 
percent of the voting population, voted 
Monday, a most unusual number for a local 
election. In precinct one, where there are 
2312 registered voters, 1867, or 81 percent, 
cast ballots; in precinct two, where there are 
540 registered, 408, or 76 percent, voted; in 
precinct three, where there are 1243 register 
ed, 954, or 77 percent, voted; and in precinct 
four, where there are 794 registered, 567, or 
72 percent, cast ballots

Bonfire in Shawsheen

To Settle 
Am. Woolen 
Litigation 
sant ry rr ieee

Petition has been filed with the Probate 
Court of Salem for approval of an agreement, 
reached out of court, for the termination of 
the long-drawn out litigation between the 
American Woolen company and the Wood 
family as represented by the executors of the 
estate of William M. Wood and the trustees 
of the Arden Trust. Without payment of 
damages, differences are to be settled by the 
dismissal of the suit of the Wood estate 
against the company and the five cross-suits 
by the company against the estate and the 
Arden Trust. 

Back in 1927 the Wood estate sued Ameri- 
can Woolen company for over $2,000,000 for 
additional income taxes and interest cover- 


‘ing years 1919 to 1925 under contract by 


directors to pay income taxes on salary. The 

government had previously assessed the 

estate for additional taxes on ground that 

these tax payments by company for Wood 

constituted additional taxable income. 
Various Suits 


American Woolen in 1928 and thereafter 
instituted various suits against the executors 
of the estate of William M. Wood and the 
trustees of Arden Trust (Wood family trust) 
on claims totalling about $3,000,000, some 
of which dated back about 20 years. 

These various cases by and against the 
company were referred to Arthur Black, as 
master and hearings lasted over 100 days. 
The proposed settlement will make it un- 
necessary for the master to proceed further, 
except to report to the court that the litiga- 
tion has been settled. 

Petition in the Essex County Probate 
Court, filed at Salem by the Old Colony 
Trust company and Cornelius A. Wood, 
executors of the estate of William M. Wood, 
for the settlement of demands against the 
estate by American Woolen company, states 
in part: 

Voted to Pay 

On August 3, 1916, directors of American 
Woolen company voted in substance to pay 
William M. Wood his compensation as presi- 
dent of company, free and clear of all State 
and federal income taxes, such taxes to be 
paid by the company. Pursuant to this vote 
and subsequent votes supplementing and 
amending the same, federal income taxes 
were paid by the company for Mr, Wood’s 
account. The United States government, 
contending these payments were taxable in- 
come to Mr. Wood, made claim against him 
to collect additional income taxes. 

By decision of the United States Supreme 
Court in the case of Old Colony Trust com- 
pany, et al. y. commissioner decided June 3, 
1929, the government's position was upheld 
and executors were compelled to pay in 
clusive of interest $2,080,309 on account of 
additional income taxes accruing prior to 
Mr. Wood's death for the years 1919, 1920, 
1922, 1923, 1924 and 1925. On November 21, 
1927, petitioners brought suit in equity in 
Suffolk Superior Court against the present 
American Woolen company, seeking to be 
held harmless and indemnified against 
claims of the government; and on June 4, 
1928, brought suit to recover any sums paid 
to the government because of income tax 
liability. 

Can Be Adjusted 

On February 17, 1928, the trustees in 
liquidation of the American Woolen company 
a New Jersey corporation, predecessor of 
present company, brought suit in equity for 
an accounting against your petitioners in the 
Supreme Judicial Court alleging obligations 
of Mr. Wood to the company in the principal 
amount of $1,802,712, together with interest 
from 1906. On June 1, 1928, same plaintiffs 
commenced another suit in equity for an 
accounting to recover $277,711 with interest, 
and on the same day the present company 
incorporated in Massachusetts in 1916 com 
menced a similar suit for $710,000 with 
interest, representing alleged damages for the 
period after 1916.
